We have receiv’d Advice that 
fome Troops of Bavarians commanded by Count 
Mosatterole, have poffefs’d chemfelves of Neumark, 
Picis, Olterftein, and Neigentheim in Bohemia ; as 
alfo that Prince Ragozzi is fallen again into the 
Upper Hungary, has plunder’d feveral Places, and 
in particular demolith’d the fine Country Seat of 
Count Gronfveld: But Count Glochelsberg is 

‘marching with 800 Horfe, ro joyn the Regiment of 
Montecuculi, and endeavour to fupprefs this Re- 
bellion; and tis hoped tite Body oF Troops com- 
fnanded by: General Hetbeville will drive the Bava- 
rians out of Bohemia. 3000 Men of the Danifh 
Troops are arfiv’d at Lintz in Auftria. 
From rhe Amfterdam Gazette, dated Auguft 6. 

From Lintz in “Auftria they wrire, that the Danifh 
Troops atriv’d there towards the end of July, and 
that they continue their march towards’ Paffau. 
They pafsd throigh the Upper-Palatinat, where 
they met with no refiftance, the Country being in a 
manner abandon’d by the Natives. However, they 
made a fhift to pact a great Booty, and to raife, 

30000 Crowns Contriburion in théit march. Thefe

Letters from divers Places on the Danube of the 


2d of this Month, ‘thofe’ from Nurenburg of the 3d, 
and thofe from Bibkach of the 4th inform us, that 
a Detachmenr of 6 or 7000 Men of the Army of 
the Marthal de Villars, pafs’d the Danube. and the 
Iller, and felf wpon a Body of 4000 Imperialifts 
commanded by General la Tour neat*Mondlingen. 
But after 2 hours Fight the Prench were defeated. 
Some of thefe Letters make the lofs of the French 
to be 600 Men, and others 1200, befides 150 Offi- 
cers kil?d or wounded, among them the Governour 
ofUlm. The fame Advices fay, the Imperialifts 
loft but 2 or 300 Men, among which number was 
Prince Chriftian of Hanover.

On ‘the 4th the Duke of 
Vendome encamp’d at Due Caftelli, from whence 
he went to Mantua on the sth, where he gave Or- 
ders for making Ovens-at Goito, and for baking 
200000 Rations of Bifcuit at Caftiglione: On the 
6th he came hither to confer with the Prince of 
Vaudemont. A Lener from the Governour of Ber- 
fello to Count Staremberg has been intercepted? in 
which he acquaints him, that his Garrifon was Te- 
duc'd to the laft Excremity, and had liv’d for 3 
Weeks together on nothing but Bread and Water, 
that therefore he could not hold out longer than till 
the end of this Month. .’Tis fail a Detachment of 
the Troops of the 2 Crowns will be fent to joyn 
the Elector of Bavaria: Who, we are inform’d, has 
taken 3 Forireiies, in which were 24 Pieces of. 
brafs Cannon ; that he is Mafter of all Tyrol; thar 
he has already levy’d grear Contributions ; and 
that he has caus’d part of his Troops to.ad+ance into 
the Trentin. We have Advice that the Baron de 
Vaubonne has pofted in the Lrentin 3 Bactalhons of 
the Regiment of Nigrelli, 2 or 3000 Heydukes, and. 
a great Number of the Militia to guard the Paffages.

following Advices from Bruffels printed. 

, From the Army of the two Crowns encamp’d at 

Rivoli, July 22. On the 2oth the Army being pro- 


vided with Bread for 4 Days, and wich Bifcuit for _ 


‘ 3: broke up from Due Caftelli, and march’d to San 
etro near Villa Franca. The fame Day the Duke 
of Vendome left Mantua, and came to San Ce- 
tro, from whence he march’d with the Army yefter- 
day Morning to Caftelnovo, whither a Convoy came 
from Goito with Bread for 2*Days, and Bifcuit for 65 
and from Caftelnovo he march’d hither, where we 
fhall reft a while, becaufe we made very ‘long 
marches yefterday,and the day before. Yefterday we 
weceiv’d advice that General Vaubonne is detach’d 
from the Army of the Enemy, with 300 Foot and 
*400 Dragoons, and that he is marching up the Adige 
on the other fide of that River. To Day we had In- 
telligence that there are 3 or 400 Heydukes Pofted: 
at Fiana. If we meet with no other Obftacle be- 
tween this and Trent, we make no queftion to joyn 
the Elector of Bavaria very ihortly. The Enemy 
have 2 Armed Barks on the Lake of Garda, the 
Duke of Vendome has fent orders so Monfieur Bou- 
chu who is at Defenzano ro equip fome Veffels to. 
oppofe them, arid to order the Crew of one of our 2 
Galliors on the Po to march over-to him: Which 
makes us hope we fhall without Difficulty receive 
Convoys from Defenzano. A Courier is arriv’d 
‘from the Prince of Vaudemont with a Letter from 


the Governor.of Berfello ro the Duke of Vendome, — 
importing that he is ready to furrender that Place to 


him on Honourable Terms. The Duke of Ven- 
dome has anfwer’d him, is willing to receive 
him with’ his Garrifon as Prifoners of War ; and 
that he-referred-him to his Brother the Grand Prior 
to finifh the Capitulation. |
